SECTION 1.0
| NTRODUCTI ON
1.1 BACKGROUND
The Defense Fi nance and Accounting Service - |Indianapolis

Center (DFAS-IN) inplenented the Defense Transportation Paynent
System (DTRS) in February 1994. DITRS allows Freight carriers to
submt billings electronically via Electronic Data |nterchange
(EDI), or manually using the Public Voucher for Transportation
charges, Standard Form 1113 (SF 1113).

1.2 DFAS | NI TI ATI VES

In our effort to streamine transportation paynents and
reduce paper, we encourage carriers to participate in ED

invoicing. In addition to the obvious benefits of electronic
invoicing, DFAS is offering incentives to carriers who submt

el ectronic invoices such as “Fast Pay”. Fast Pay permts early
paynment of EDI invoices using Electronic Funds Transfer (EFT),
under certain conditions. It is explained in section 3.0 of this
docunent .

DFAS installed the capability to nake EFT paynents in Apri
1997. This gives DFAS the capability to conply with the Debt
Col l ection and | nprovenent Act of 1996, which requires new
contracts (tenders) issued after July 1996 to be paid by EFT.
| nfformati on on EFT can be found in section 5.0.

1.3 PURPOSE OF THI S DOCUMENT

Thi s docunent describes the electronic and paper billing
requirenents. It is laid out in 5 sections, with 3 appendi ces.
Section 2.0 defines general requirenents that apply to both
el ectronic and paper billings. Section 3.0 presents the steps
required for becom ng a DFAS EDI trading partner and details the
el ectronic invoicing process. Section 4.0 identifies the
specific requirements for submtting manual billings using the
paper SF 1113 and Section 5.0 describes the Electronic Funds
Transfer paynment process and the steps required to enroll.

Appendi x B lists service codes per node of transportation that
are to be shown on both the SF 1113 and in the ED invoice

SECTION 2.0

GENERAL BI LLI NG REQUI REMENTS and PROCESSES

2.1 | NTRODUCTI ON

This section describes billing requirenents and processes
that apply to both electronic invoices and manual invoices (SF
1113).

2.2 REGULATORY REQUI REMENTS

To ensure that paynents and adjustnents are nade in
accordance wth all provisions of law in the nost tinely manner
permtted, DFAS-IN w Il continue to maintain the foll ow ng
controls:

O Compliance with the Pronpt Paynent Act (OVB Circul ar
A- 125, Decenber 12 1989/ Federal Acquisition Crcular 84-85,
March 31, 1989).

O Assurance that all services for which paynent is
clainmed are duly authorized, and the invoice is free from
i nproprieties.

@) Conpl i ance with OvB, Treasury, and DoD Cash Managenent
policies and practices as outlined in various circul ars,
regul ati ons, and nessages.

2.3 STANDARD CARRI ER ALPHA CODE ( SCAC)

To bill DFAS for transportation services, carriers mnust
obtain a SCAC fromthe National Mtor Freight Traffic
Associ ation. See Appendix A for the appropriate point of
contact. The SCAC is critical to matching the shipping data with
the invoice and nmust be provided on all invoices submtted
el ectronically or manually for paynent.

2.4 PAYEE CODE(S)

A payee code is a four character nuneric code used by DFAS
to reference a mailing address for paynents. The referenced
address may be a financial institution.

Payee codes are required on all invoices. Invoices submtted
W t hout a payee code may be returned w thout action.

Carriers who submt both manual and el ectronic invoices can
use the sane payee code on both (See note below). All invoices
cont ai ning the sane payee code will be consolidated daily into
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one paynent. A single check or Electronic Funds Transfer paynent
W ll be issued to the address referenced by the payee code.

2.4.1 Howto Obtain a Payee Code

New carriers, carriers w shing an additional payee code, or
carriers wishing to change the address information where their
checks or EFT paynents are being sent, nust request it via letter
(company letterhead) or by submtting a conpleted EFT enrol | nent
form (Appendix C). Mail to the appropriate DFAS-IN address
| ocated in Appendi x A Wen requesting payee codes via letter,
be sure to include the follow ng information:

a. Carrier Nane.

b. Standard Carrier Al pha Code (SCAC).

C. Specific paynent mailing address the payee code is to
reference, to include account nunbers, if applicable.

2.5 CERTI FI CATE OF WAl VER

When a carrier who is not the delivering carrier submts a

bill, Title 41, Code of Federal Regul ations (CFR), requires that
a wai ver acconplished by the delivering carrier in favor of the
billing carrier be submtted with the bill. This waiver should
acconpany all manually submtted SF 1113s.

When billing electronically, the subm ssion of a paper
wai ver is not practical. The billing carrier nust provide a

wai ver indicator (See Inplenentation Convention)in the invoice
transaction set and by so doing, agrees to produce upon demand, a
paper wai ver fromthe delivering carrier.

2.6 CREDI TS

Under DTRS, carriers may not m x charges and credits on the
sanme invoice. Any amounts owed to the governnent shoul d be
forwarded by check wi th supporting docunentation, and shoul d not
be shown as a credit on an SF 1113 agai nst ot her charges.

2.7 PROCESSI NG | NvO CES FOR PAYMENT

Carriers submtting invoices to DFAS for any DoD shi pnent,
i ncludi ng Guaranteed Traffic shipnments, nust item ze their
charges for each Governnent Bill of Lading. Charges are
identified using the three character accessorial service codes
| ocated in Appendix B of this docunent.

Services invoiced by the carrier that are authorized by the
transportation officer, substantiated by way of pre-audit and/or
approved by DFAS, are paid as billed. DFAS w Il disallow charges
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that are insupportable or unauthorized, or pay a | esser anount
than billed if only partially authorized as a result of pre-
paynment audit. In either case, the invoice will be adjusted
accordi ngly.

a. |In cases where the invoiced anount differs fromthe
aut hori zed anount, DFAS-IN wi Il pay the | esser of the two
anmounts for services rendered.

b. In all cases where the invoice has been adjusted,
carriers wll receive a remttance advice show ng the
i nvoi ce, GBL nunber, and service that was adj usted.

1) The remttance advice is available via electronic
data interchange, directly fromDFAS-IN, in the formof the ANSI
X12 820 transaction set.

2) In cases where the bill has been pre-audited
by a governnment agency or private auditor under contract to
t he governnent, the carrier may receive a statenent of
difference or statenent of adjustnment. See Section 2.9

2.8 GUARANTEED TRAFFI C (GT) BILLINGS

Prior to this update, the Defense Transportation Paynment
System (DTRS) paid carrier invoices for GI shipnents by auditing
the estimated anmount fromthe Government Bill of Lading (Bl ock
28) against the carrier’s invoiced anount for Linehaul service.
DTRS has been nodified to accept invoices for GI shipnents with
the billed services itemzed. |In essence, invoices for GI
shi pments should now | ook |ike invoices for voluntary tender
shi pnments, and have each service identified wwth a separate
charge. See Appendi x B, CGuaranteed Traffic Service Codes, Al
Modes.

Guaranteed Traffic Invoices will be audited against the MIMC
costed amount for individual item zed services when possible, or
the services on the invoice will be summed up and audited agai nst
the estimated anount on the GBL

Carriers who dispute the estimted anount on the GBL shoul d
resolve the problemwth the issuing transportation officer. A
GBL correction notice nust be issued to change the estimate if
appl i cabl e.

If the carrier and the transportation office cannot resolve
t he di screpancy and no correction notice is issued, the carrier
can submt the bill manually to DFAS. The disputed GBL is to be
billed singularly, attached to a SF 1113, with supporting
docunentation. A narrative shall be attached expl aining the
estimate is in dispute and a correction notice could not be
obtained. DFAS will forward the bill for pre-audit.
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2.9 REBUTTALS

When a service is billed but not authorized on the GBL, or
not authorized for the amount billed, DFAS-IN w Il adjust the
i nvoi ce accordingly.

Carriers whose invoices have been adjusted may file a claim
(rebuttal) for the anobunt reduced or disallowed. dainms should
be sent to DFAS-IN in the follow ng cases:

1) Wen the carrier feels the tender that was used for
costing the shipnent was incorrect.

2) \When the carrier does not agree with the interpretation
of a rule.

3) When the carrier feels an error was nmade on the
Governnment Bill of Lading. Prior to sending a rebuttal voucher
to DFAS in this case, the carrier should resolve the error with
the transportation office that issued the GBL and obtain a GBL
correction notice. The correction notice should be attached to
the rebuttal voucher.

Rebuttal vouchers that are not supported with GBL correction
notices or cite circunstances described in 1 & 2 above, may be
denied by DFAS. Carriers can submt these rebuttal vouchers to
the General Services Adm nistration for resolution. (See appendi X
A)

2.9.1 Steps to Rebut an | nvoi ce Adjustnent

a. Prepare a SF 1113, Public Voucher for Transportation
Services. Prepare a separate rebuttal voucher for each GBL in
di spute. The voucher should be conpleted inits entirety, with
an original signature, SCAC, payee code, etc., using the sane

carrier bill nunber as used on the original ED invoice. (Do not
use an al pha suffix on the carrier bill nunber. This SF 1113 is
not considered a supplenental billing) See Section 4.0 for

instructions for preparing a manual voucher. See appendi x C,
(page G 2, Fig 1) for an exanple of a rebuttal voucher.

On the face of the SF 1113, show the GBL nunber, the
service(s) that was/were adjusted, the respective dollar anpunts
claimed, and the words “REBUTTAL”. Only services that were
originally adjusted can be shown on the rebuttal voucher.

Addi tionally, the dollar anounts clai ned cannot exceed the anount
of adjustnment nade to the original ED invoice for each service.
Use the accessorial service codes from appendi x B.

b. Attach supporting docunentation. At a mnimm the
rebuttal voucher nust be supported with a copy of the GBL
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including all continuation sheets, a copy of the SOA, and a copy
of the remttance advice.

If the original bill was submtted manual ly, via SF 1113,
al so attach a copy of the original SF 1113.

Supporting docunentation such as a GBL correction notice and
a narrative explanation should also be attached to hel p support
the claim

c. Rebuttal Form Fill out the top portion of the rebuttal
form (See Appendix C, Page G5, Fig 4, & CG6). You will have to
make copies of this form Put the Rebuttal Formon top of the
entire package. This is inportant to insure proper mail room
routing. Ml the package to the address |ocated in Appendi x A

d. Receive reply. Rebuttals wll be adjudicated within 30
days of receipt. Carriers wll receive witten notification of
t he deci sion, and/or paynent.

e. Appeal Process. Carriers whose rebuttals have been

deni ed, may appeal the decision to the CGeneral Services
Adm ni stration (GSA). See Appendi x A for address.

SECTION 3.0
ELECTRONI C DATA | NTERCHANGE (EDI) BILLI NG REQUI REMENTS

3.1 | NTRODUCTI ON

Carriers electing to do business with DFAS-IN el ectronically
must be approved by the Mlitary Traffic Managenent Command and
DFAS-IN prior to submtting electronic invoices for paynent.
Carriers submtting electronic invoices are required to use ED
Standard X12 devel oped by The Anmerican National Standards
Institute's (ANSI) Accredited Standards Commttee (ASC). More
i nformati on concerning X12 standards can be obtained fromthe
Dat a | nterchange Standards Association (DI SA) |isted in Appendi x
A

Prior to conducting business electronically with DFAS-1N
all carriers nust fully understand and conply with the ED
billing requirenents.

Information in this section is broken out in the follow ng
cat egori es:

O Fast Pay

O Conmruni cat i ons.

O ANSI X12 Standards and EDI | npl enentati on Conventi ons.
O bt ai ni ng approval for EDI |nvoicing

O How to submit el ectronic invoices

O Suspensi on of EDI operations.

3. 2 RECEI VI NG ACCELERATED PAYMENTS, *“FAST PAY”

The Treasury Departnent has granted the Departnent of
Def ense a wai ver from provisions of the Pronpt Paynment Act. DoD
may accel erate paynents of invoices under $2,500 to vendors
participating in electronic comerce.

DFAS w Il offer an accel erated paynent schedul e, or *“Fast
Pay”, to freight carriers who participate in both ED invoicing
and receive paynents via Electronic Funds Transfer (EFT). See
Section 5.0
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Paynments to carriers will be made within ten days of receipt
of the EDI invoice if the followng conditions are net:

1) The EDI invoice is proper, and in conpliance with al
requi renents outlined in this docunent, and the DoD Conventi on.

2) The GBL referenced in the invoice transaction set was
electronically transmtted to DFAS-IN fromthe origin shipping
activity through MIMC s Conus Frei ght Managenent System (CFM .

3) CFM through it’s automated processing of ED GBLs,
determ ned the anount payable for the GBL and provi ded that
informati on to DFAS.

To take advantage of fast pay, carriers nust neet all
requi renents defined in this section for ED invoicing, and in
Section 5.0, which defines EFT requirenents.

3.3 COMVUNI CATI ONS

DFAS uses a commercial ED Val ue Added Network (VAN), that
sends and receives DoD EDI shipping and billing docunments. The
carrier nmust conply with the follow ng conmuni cati on
requirenents.

3.3.1 Communications with the DFAS Van

The carrier is responsible for noving transm ssions
between its conputer and DFAS-IN s VAN mail box. A carrier may
choose a commercial VAN

3.3.2 ED Communicati on Costs.

The carrier is responsible for all charges generated on its
VAN i ncl udi ng mai | box, transm ssion, and interconnect charges.
DFAS-I N pays for all charges generated on its VAN

3.4 ANS|I X12 STANDARDS AND EDI | MPLEMENTATI ON CONVENTI ONS

Currently, six EDI docunments or transaction sets are used
by DFAS-IN during the EDI invoicing and paynent process. Four of
t hose docunents are different types of electronic invoices that
are available for use by freight carriers. One docunent is used
by DFAS-1N to acknow edge recei pt of the invoice transactions.
The |l ast transaction set is transmtted to the carrier as
remttance information. Those docunents and specifications for
their use are described bel ow

3.4.1 The Applicable Invoice Transaction Set.
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Freight carriers may use the Generic Freight |nvoice,
ASC X12 Transaction Set 859, or one of the specific node ASC X12
| nvoi ce Transaction Sets 110, 210, 410, as appropriate.

@) ANSI X12 110 Transaction Set, Air Freight Details and
| nvoice. The X12 110 is an air freight invoice. It may be
used by air freight carriers to submt air freight invoices
to DFAS-IN.

O ANSI X12 210 Transaction Set, Mtor Carrier Freight

Details and Invoice. This transaction set may be used by
motor freight carriers to submt invoices to DFAS-IN

O ANSI X12 410 Transaction Set, Rail Carrier Freight
Details and Invoice. The 410 transaction set is node
specific for rail carriers and is used to transmt rai
freight billings to DFAS-IN. Currently, the 410 cannot
accommodate four data requirenents. These are discount
days, discount percent, waiver indicator, and damage
indicator. |If a carrier has need to use any of these four
data requirenents on an invoice, the electronic invoice
submtted nust be the ANSI X12 859 Transaction Set.

O ANSI X12 859 Transaction Set, Generic Freight Invoice.
Al freight carriers, regardl ess of node specification, may
use the 859 transaction set to transmt invoice information
to DFAS-IN.

3.4.2 The ED | nplenmentation Conventi on.

DFAS and the General Services Admnistration (GSA), in
coordination wth the DoD Transportati on Comrunity, has prepared
i npl enent ati on conventions for each invoice transaction set
descri bed above. These docunents provide specific information on
how to use each X12 standard and nust be followed by the carrier.
Copi es may be obtained by contacting the point of contact |isted
i n Appendi x A

3.4.3 The ANSI X12 997 Transaction Set Functi onal
Acknow edgnent

Freight Carriers must be able to receive and interpret the
ANSI X12 997 Transaction Set, Functional Acknow edgnment. DFAS-IN
uses the ANSI X12 997 Transaction Set to notify the carrier that
an EDI transm ssion has been received. It further indicates
whet her the transmtted file passed or failed DIRS transl ator
edits. No paper notification of syntax errors will be provided.

Recei pt of a 997 indicating no translation errors were
detected does not infer DFAS-IN s approval of invoices for
paynment. Validity, in this context, refers only to the
transmtted transaction set's conpliance with X12 standard synt ax
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requi renents, not to the semanti c neaning or accuracy of the
dat a.

DFAS-I N returns functional acknow edgnents wi thin one
busi ness day of receipt of transm ssions containing invoice
transaction sets. A carrier nust correct and re-transmt
transacti ons when they have received a 997 indicating errors
before the invoices will be considered received by DFAS-IN. It
is the carrier's responsibility to account for invoice
transactions that are not acknow edged by DFAS-IN

Once DFAS-IN receives an invoice and returns a 997
functi onal acknow edgnent indicating acceptance, DFAS-IN wll
el ectronically edit and match the invoice to the correspondi ng
shi pnent record.

3.4.4 The ANSI X12 820 Transaction Set Paynent Order/Rem ttance
Advi ce

This 820 is remttance information only, and contains
detailed information regardi ng paynent of the carrier invoice.
I ncluded are interest penalties, GSA deductions, and audit
adjustnents at the service code level. Freight carriers my
receive the 820 via ED regardl ess whether invoices have been
submtted EDI or manually. Contact the POC listed in Appendix A

3.4.5 Updating I nplenentation Conventions and Standards
M gration

DFAS-IN w Il determne if updates to existing standards
are applicable to its ED transportation paynment program |If it
i's necessary for DFAS-IN to upgrade to a new version or rel ease
of a standard, all commercial EDI trading partners wll be
notified when the new standards wll be effective.

Dependi ng on the conplexity of the change, DFAS-IN may w sh
tore-test with trading partners. DFAS-INw Il notify carriers
by letter if it is determned re-testing i s necessary.

Note: Publication of a new DoD or Federal |nplenentation
Convention (1 C) does not serve as notification to the carrier
industry to inplenment a new IC. DFAS will notify carriers by
letter with specific guidelines for inplenmenting new conventions
when it is required.

3.5 OBTAI NI NG APPROVAL FOR EDI | NVO CI NG

There are four key steps that nust be followed by a carrier
to obtain approval fromDFAS-INto bill electronically. To
obt ai n approval, proceed as foll ows:

3.5.1 The Tradi ng Partner Agreenment (TPA)

MIMC nmust approve a carrier for participation in the EDI DoD
Freight Programprior to the carrier's subm ssion of electronic
invoices to DFAS-IN for paynent. Certification of this approval
i s docunented through an EDI Tradi ng Partner Agreenent (TPA) and
addendum

The TPA references the terns and conditions that carriers
must nmeet to conduct EDI business with DoD. The addendum
identifies admnistrative information that nust be exchanged with
DFAS-IN to participate in the ED invoicing program

Carriers may obtain a blank TPA fromthe MIMC EDI
adm nistrator identified in Appendix A The TPA and addendum
should be filled out conpletely, signed, and returned to MIMC

Once MIMC has received the TPA and identified the carrier as
being in good standing with DoD, the EDI adm nistrator wll
execute the TPA, sign and date the TPA and addendum and return
copies of both to the carrier.

When the carrier receives the approved TPA package from
MIMC, the carrier should forward a copy of the signature page of
the TPA and the entire signed addendumto DFAS-IN. (DFAS-IN
mai | i ng address is |located in Appendix A.)

3.5.2 Test the ED Process.

EDI testing is a necessary part of the ED approval process.
It ensures that the carrier can send and receive the required
data electronically. Before DFAS-IN certifies the carrier for
subm ssion of EDI invoices, the carrier nmust show they can
successfully transmt a small nunber of invoices, (less than 10)
to DFAS-IN for analysis. DFAS will process the test file through
the translator and review the transaction sets for conpliance to
t he DoD convention and billing instructions.

Testing can begin prior to MIMC conpleting the TPA process.
Pendi ng a conpleted TPA, carriers and DFAS nust exchange sone
adm nistrative information normally included on the TPA addendum

@) The nanme and tel ephone nunbers of functional and
techni cal points of contact.

O A point of contact at each trading partner’s VAN

O The code selected to serve as the interchange (test
mai | box 1 D) identification nunber (1SA08) and qualifier
(1 SA07) .

@) A functional identification code that identifies the
sender and receiver. (GS02 Application sender's code/ GS03
Application Receiver's Code.)

O The data el ement delimter that will be used.

Once adm ni strative informati on has been exchanged, carriers
may begin submtting test transm ssions to DFAS-IN s test
mai | box. Upon receipt, DFAS-IN will analyze the invoice
transaction sets, and notify the carrier's point of contact of
the errors found. |Invoices will be analyzed for both Syntax and
Data errors.

a. Syntax errors are detected by DFAS-IN s ED transl ator.
The transl ator checks transactions, data segnents, and data
el ements for conpliance wth ANSI X12 structure and rul es.
For exanple, a transaction set nust have a valid header and
trailer and be properly identified; data segnents nust be in
t he proper sequence and nust be present if nmandatory; data
el ements nust be proper length, and codes nust be approved
ANSI codes.

Additionally, the translator perfornms code conpliance
checking for DoD approved codes to describe accessori al
services. In this case, the list of approved ANSI codes is
a subset of ANSI codes contained in the standard. (DE 150,
L108) Only the codes listed in Appendix B, of this docunent,
are acceptabl e.

Fol | owi ng syntax conpliance checki ng, DFAS-IN s ED
translator will automatically return an X12 997, Functi onal
Acknow edgnment, to identify translator errors and confirm
recei pt of the invoices. See discussions about the 997 in
Section 3.4.3

b. Data errors are identified by DFAS-IN s paynent
application system Data requirenents are identified in the
| mpl enent ati on Convention (1 C) and this docunent. See
Appendi x A

The carrier will continue to submt test transm ssions for
review, and make necessary changes, until successful
transm ssions of invoice data covering nmultiple types of
shi pnments have been reviewed by DFAS and found to be error free.

NOTE: Throughout the EDI testing period, the carrier is required

to continue paper submssions of invoices for paynent in
conpliance with section 3.0. DFAS-IN wll not pay electronic
invoices until the carrier is certified to submt electronic
i nvoi ces.

3.5.3 Carrier Certification
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When the carrier has satisfied the testing requirenents of
the qualification process and provided DFAS-IN with the TPA and
Addendum package, DFAS-IN will provide the carrier wth an EDI
certification package that will include:

O Certificate authorizing the carrier to invoice DFAS-IN
el ectronically using a specific transaction set and version.
(A copy of the EDI Certificate will be forwarded to MIMC s
EDI Adm ni strator.)

O A roster of EDI capable shipping activities identified
by the Government Bill of Lading Ofice Code, (GBLCC).

Note: The GBLOC is located in block 33b of the Freight
Governnent Bill of Lading, SF-1103, and nust be transmitted in
the invoice transaction set.

@) DFAS- I N production mail box ID.
O Payee Code and address verification

3.6 HONTO SUBM T EDI | NVO CES

Sone shipnments types noved by freight carriers are currently
excluded for ED billing:

a. Direct Procurenent Method (DPM Shipnments
b. Privately Owmed Vehicle (POV) Shipnents
c. Foreign Mlitary Sales (FMS) Shipnents

Note: FMS shipnments cannot be billed electronically IF they are
noved agai nst commercial tariff rates. An FMS shi pnent noved
under an approved DoD tender, on file with the Mlitary Traffic
Managenment Conmand, can be invoiced el ectronically.

Further, not all nodes are available for ED billing at this
tinme. As MIMC conpl etes the standard rul es governi ng subm ssion
of tenders for other nobdes, EDI capability will be expanded.
DFAS wi Il provide updates to carriers as ED capability expands
to include additional transportation nodes.

The foll ow ng requirenents nmust be conplied with by carriers
when submtting ED invoices.

3.6.1 Submt the Appropriate ED Invoice
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El ectronically submt freight invoices using the ANSI X12
110, 210, 410, or 859 transaction set. (SEE 3.3.1) Invoices are
forwarded by your VAN to DFAS-IN s VAN

Bill one electronic invoice for each Governnment Bill of
Lading (GBL).
Note: \When a carrier submts a bill electronically, subm ssion
of that bill constitutes certification of delivery.

3.6.2 Approved EDI shipping Locations.

The EDI shipping activities identified on the roster
included in the EDI certification package (3.5.3) are the only
EDI shi pping | ocations capable of supporting a carrier’s ED
invoice. Carriers should only submt EDI invoices for shipnents
originating fromone of the GBLOCs on the roster. DFAS-IN wll
update the roster as new shipping activities are approved and a
new roster will be distributed to all EDI Certified carriers.

DFAS will return any invoices submtted electronically for
shi pments originating fromtransportation offices/shipping
activities not on the roster.

3.6.3 ED Invoice Data Requirenents.

In order to process and pay invoices, DFAS-IN nust receive
valid data electronically. Carriers nust conply wth DFAS data
requi renents. Specific codes for billing accessorial service
charges are identified in Appendi x B and nust be used on the ED
invoice. Oher data requirenents and edit criteria are defined
in the inplenentation convention. Copies of these docunents can
be obtai ned by contacting the appropriate office listed in
Appendi x A

3.6.4 ED Invoice Receipt Date

DFAS-IN retrieves the electronic invoice fromits ED
mai | box. Electronically received invoices are given an automated
date stanp when DFAS-IN retrieves and processes invoices fromits
EDI mai |l box each busi ness day. That date stanp begi ns the pronpt
paynment period. The period associated with discount terns,
acceptable to DFAS-IN, begins on the sane date that the pronpt
paynment period begins.

3.6.5 ED Invoice Supporting Docunentation

Currently, carriers are required to send in a Signature
Tally Record (DD Form 1907) as supporting docunentation for sone
accessorial services, such as Signature Security Service or
Protective Security Service. Wen billing ED, carriers should
be prepared to submt supporting docunentation if requested.
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3.6.6 ED Invoice Rejection.

El ectronic invoices can be rejected just as paper invoices
are rejected and not processed for paynent. Rejection
notification is acconplished by mail, generally within 7 days of
receipt. OCriteria for invoice rejection are as foll ows:

O Syntax error detected by DFAS translator, SEE 3.4.3

O The GBL nunber and GBLOC cited in the invoice cannot be
verified.

O A duplicate invoice has been submtted by the carrier

@) The shi pnent described on the invoice cannot be

confirmed as aut hori zed.

@) The i nvoi ce does not contain the data needed to process
the paynent. See the DoD EDI Convention for detailed
i nformati on about the data requirenents of an electronic
i nvoi ce and Appendi x B of these instructions for information
on service charges.

O The carrier has submitted an invoice prior to delivery.

O A carrier other than the delivering carrier bills DFAS-
IN, and there is no waiver indicator in the ED invoice as
described in Section 2.7 of this docunent.

O The carrier has subnmtted the ED invoice to an
i ncorrect paynent center.

3.6.7 Requests for Manual Billing in Lieu of an ED 1nvoice

In a smal|l percentage of cases, a carrier’s ED invoice may
not be processed at DFAS. If the GBL nunber is not a Freight GBL
nunber, or no service codes are present, or the carrier pickup
date is mssing. The carrier will receive witten notification
fromDFAS to submt the invoice manually, (SF 1113)supported with
the paper GBL and all continuation sheets. See Section 4.0

The paynent of possible interest charges by this office that
may be due agai nst the 30-day pronpt paynent cycle as a result of
this action will be made to the carrier providing both of the
follow ng conditions are net:

1. The manual invoice is proper, conpliant with these

instructions, and received at DFAS within 15 cal endar days of the
date of the notification letter.
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2. It is determned the original EDI invoice was not in
error.

3.6.8 Request for Information.

In lieu of invoice rejection for mssing or invalid data
requi renents (identified above), a carrier nmay receive from DFAS-
IN a request for additional information. The request may be nade
by letter or by tel ephone. |If the requested information is
supplied to DFAS-IN in sufficient time to allow DFAS-IN to
process paynent prior to the end of the pronpt paynent period,

i nvoi ce rejection nay be avoi ded.

3.7 SUSPENSI ON OF EDI OPERATI ONS

EDI operations nay be suspended by either party upon 30 days
witten notice. DFAS-INretains the right to suspend EDI
operations within 30 days if the carrier fails to adhere to cited
requirenents or if, notified of cited shortcomngs, fails to
correct the deficiencies, or has a history of erroneous bills.
Suspensi on of EDI operations has no affect on invoices accepted
prior to the effective date of suspension.
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SECTI ON 4.0

NON- AUTOVATED BI LLI NG REQUI REMENTS
4.1 | NTRODUCTI ON

On February 1, 1995, DFAS began processing manual freight
billings through the Defense Transportati on Paynment System
(DTRS). At that tinme, new procedures becane effective for
preparing the SF 1113, Public Voucher for Transportation Charges.

4.2 PREPARI NG THE SF 1113, PUBLI C VOUCHER FOR TRANSPORTATI ON
CHARGES

Carriers nmust fill out the SF 1113, in it’'s entirety. The
voucher must contain GBL nunber(s), conplete address information,
payee code, carrier bill nunber, carrier SCAC, payee nanme and

original signature. Each service charge nust be properly
annotated on the SF 1113, using the accessorial service code(s)
fromthe list in appendix B. See sanple in appendix C, (page C
3, Fig 2).

SF 1113s may include as many GBLs with applicabl e service
codes as space will permt according to CFRtitle 41. However,
to ease processing at DFAS-IN, we request you limt the nunber of
GBLs attached to a single voucher to no nore than three. This
reduces the likelihood of paynent delays due to a problemw th a
single GBL.

4.2.1 SF 1113 with Multiple GBLs Attached.

Freight GBLs of different transportation nodes nust
not be m xed on the sanme Invoice (SF 1113), i.e., a notor
shi pment cannot be m xed with an air freight shipnment.
Addi tionally, Guaranteed traffic GBLs cannot be m xed with non-
guaranteed traffic GBLs, GBLs that are in anounts of $5,000 and
over cannot be m xed with GBLs under $5, 000.

SF 1113s nust be submtted with a single GBL in the case of

suppl enental s, rebuttals, certificates in lieu, and GI billings
where the estimated charge is in dispute. This also applies if
the carrier bill was rejected and you are resubmtting. See GI

section 2.8, and Rebuttals 2.9.
4.2.2 Supplenmental |nvoices.

When a supplenental bill is submtted for paynent, it nust
state “SUPPLEMENTAL” and be acconpani ed by a copy of the original
SF 1113. The supplenental SF 1113 nust bear the same nunber that
appears in the "Carriers Bill Nunber"” block of the original SF
1113; however, an al phabetical suffix nmust be included. An
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al phabeti cal sequence of suffixes wll be used for any additional
supplenmental bills, i.e., the first supplenmental wll have an
al pha suffix of “A” the second “B” and so on.

4.2.3 (GBLs over $5, 000.

I ndi vidual GBLs for which the total charge for services
rendered is $5,000 or nore will be submitted on a Public Voucher
for Transportation Charges (SF 1113) separate from other GBLs for
whi ch the charges are | ess than $5,000. Several GBLs,
(preferably no nore than three) each having charges of $5,000 or
nore, may be presented on the same voucher. Suppl enental s
submitted for payment on over $5,000 original billings nust state
“ SUPPLEMENTAL OVER $5, 000" and be acconpani ed by a copy of the
original SF 1113.

4.2.4 @aranteed Traffic (GI) Billings, (Manual Invoicing,
SF 1113).

The front of the voucher (SF 1113) nust contain the stanped
words " GUARANTEED TRAFFIC' with letters not |less than 1/2
inch in height. GI vouchers not conplying with this rule nay be
returned to the carrier as an "inproper invoice."

4.2.5 Certificates in Lieu

Any GBL other than the original nmust have both a carrier and
a Transportation Oficer’s certification (CIL).

4.3 SUPPORTI NG DOCUVENTATI ON
4.3.1 Docunentation Policy

The Defense Transportation Paynment System was designed to
operate within an electronic filing (ED) environment. Receipt
and processing of hard-copy (paper) docunentation is cunbersone
and increases not only the tine required to process paynents but
the cost of operations as well. In an effort to streamine
processing and reduce tinme and costs, the Director of
Transportation Paynments has determ ned that subm ssion of a
properly certified SF 1113 will be accepted as an affirnmati on of
services billed and subm ssion of required docunentation to
substanti ate paynent may be reduced.

4.3.2 Record Retention

Carriers nust adhere to regulatory record retention
requi renents necessary to support the statutory limtations
specified in 31 U S.C. 3726, subject to subm ssion upon denand.

4.3.3 Required Docunentation
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The foll owm ng docunents (one copy only) will be submtted if
applicable to the execution of services provided by the carrier.
O her docunents not listed nust be retained by the carrier as
outlined above.

ELECTRONI C FUNDS TRANSFER ( EFT)

5.1 | NTRODUCTI ON

Section 3332 of Title 31, United States Code, as anended by
Public Law 104- 134 (Debt Collection |Inprovenment Act of 1996)
requires certain contract paynments be made by El ectronic Funds
Transfer (EFT). This applies to paynents nmade to conmmerci al
carriers against tenders submtted on or after July 26, 1996
The act further requires that all federal paynents after
January 1, 1999 be nade by EFT. DFAS is planning to have EFT
capability in place for carriers during the first quarter of
1997.

Qur EFT program provides your bank wth paynent information
which identifies the reason for the paynent such as the invoice
nunmber. This information is contained in an “electronic check
stub” called an Addenda Record. DFAS originates and sends both
t he paynent and the addenda record to you through your financi al
institution.

DFAS uses two ACH formats to transmt EFT with addenda
records: Cash Concentration or Di sbursenment Plus (CCD+) and the
Corporate Trade Exchange (CTX). CCD+ uses a single paynent with
a single addenda record, providing one paynent to one invoice
rel ati onship. The CCD+ addenda contains the invoice nunber, the
anount paid, and the date of the paynent. Your bank has an
arrangenent with you to supply the addenda record infornmation the
way you want, i.e., by fax, by phone call, or by electronic
reporting nmechani sm freeing DFAS from sending foll ow up
paperwor k or vouchers.

The CTX format uses a single paynent with rmultiple addenda
records, providing consolidated paynment information for you. CTX
uses standard EDI nethods to increase the anount of information
for you; in addition to the invoice nunber and anmount, details
such as anount, interest paynents, or m scell aneous adjustnents
are al so accessible. The CIX paynent format is available if you
bank is capable of forwarding this expanded information to you.

5.2 HOW VENDOR EFT WORKS

1. Departnment of Defense procures goods/services froma
Vendor .

2. Vendor provides goods/services to the DoD and submts a
bill requesting paynent.
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3. DFAS transmits the paynent and addenda information to
t he Federal Reserve/ ACH net wor k.

4. Federal Reserve passes the paynent and addenda to the
vendor’s financial institution.

5. The financial institution credits the paynent to the
vendor’s account on paynent due date, notifies the vendor of the
transaction, and provides the addenda information to the vendor
as previously agreed.

6. The vendor posts its accounts receivable fromthe
paynment and addenda infornmation received fromthe financial
institution.

7. DFAS will continue to send the paper remttance advice
to the address referenced by the payee code.
